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Stanley Leads His British Bride 


tothe Altar at Westminster 
Abbey To-Day. 


The Marriage Ceremony Wit 
nessed by a Large Number of 
Distinguished People. 


Some of the Wedding Presents—Parne!ll’s 
Flas for the Settlement of Land Dis- 
putes in Ireland—Press Comments—Bis- 
marck Talks on German Politics—His 
Opinion ef Berlin Newspapers—The Ma- 
harajah ef Cashmere Depesed— England 
Preparing to Meet Russia—The London 
Post men's Strike — Destructive Wind- 
storm on the Eurepean Centinent—For- 
eign News. 


Loxpow, July 12.—Henry M. Stanley and 
Dorothy Tennant were married at Westmin- 
ster Abbey at 2 o0’clock to-day. Mr. Stanley 
waiked up the aisle leaning heavily on a cane 
and looked unwell, The ceremony was per- 
formed by the Very Rev. George Bradley, D. 
D., Dean of Westminster, the Very Kev. 
Frederick William Farrar, D. D., F. R. 8., 
Archbishop of Westminster, and the Right 
Rev. W. Boyd Carpenter, D. D., Lord Bishop 
of Ripon. The service was fully choral, A 
great crowd congregated about the abbey and 
loudly cheered Mr. Stanley and Miss Tennant 
and the wedding guests on their arrival. 

Miss Tennant’s dress was of white corded 
silk trimmed with white satin and embroid- 
ered with pearls and orange sprays. She 
wore a miniature of the Queen, which had 
been presented by Her Majesty as a wedding 
gift. 

The representative of King Leopold of Bel- 
gium was Mr. Stanley’s best man. All ofthe 
officers of Mr. Stanley’s last expedition into 
Africa were present. 

THE CEREMONY. 

Mr. Stanley, who reached the Abbey frst, 
rose upon the entrance of Miss Tennant, and 
the ceremony was begun. During the cere- 
mony he held beneath his arm the stick which 
he was compelled to use for support while 
walking. As he repeated the service bis 
voice was almost inaudibie, showing the re- 
sults of his illness. 

Miss Tennant’s voce was clear and steady, 
and only faltered as she repeated the words 
„„in sickness and in health. 

After the ceremony a platform, which had 
been erected forthe convenience the guests, 
collapsed and several persons were bruised. 
The weather was dry though duil. 

This morning’s papers unite in extending 
their best wishes to Stanley, and heartily con- 
gratulate him on overcoming his extremely 
awkward Ulness, the continuance of which 
would have necessitated the postponement of 
one of the most notable social events that has 
taken place in London in many years.

Millais, Lora Brassey and hundreds of other 
prominent andtitled persons. The oddest of 
the gifts is i bottle of water 
from the Victoria Nyanza, and the 
most valuable is animmense uncut diamond 
presented by Mr. Andrew Carnegie. Mr. Stan- 
ley’s needs asa smoker have been faithfully 
looked after in the presentation of innumer- 
able boxes of cigars of the finest brands. Pos- 
sibly no couple ever received a more varied 
collection of useful and unique gifts. 


Bismarck Discasses German Politics. 


BERLIN, July 12.—Herr Julius Ritterhaus, of 
the Frankfuster Journal, visited Fredichsruhe 
and secured an interview. On expressing 
surprise that Bismarck should censent to be 
interviewed, Herr Prince replied, ‘‘Why 
should I regret to receive the representatives 
ofthe respectable press? Had the German 
journalists asked me, [would have received 
them; but I have fallen from greatness,especi- 
ally for those once dependent uponme. The 
Post and Koeinische Zeitung neglect me. The 
German press is cowardly and lacks courage, 
Only the Socialistic press has any pluck, that 
and the National Zeitung and Hamburger Nach- 
richten. I shail maintain certain relations 
with the National Liberalists with 
whom I always get along well. It is 
not trne as some have said that 
Ithreatened to squeeze them against their 
willuntil they squealed. They rather tried to 
wrest power from me. Prince Bismarck 
then discussed German politics generally, 
and said he was not indisposed to accept the 
National Liberal candidacy, if it were offered, 
but he would avold opposition to the present 
Goverament, and would prefer waiting, or 
rather accepting a position in the Bundesrath 
from some other German State than Prussia, 
in which capacity he could address the Reich- 
etag. 

Of the East African treaty he spoke thus: 
‘‘Iean only say I would not have made it. 
Heligoland could have been obtained more 
cheaply. It may be more dangerous to us as 
German territory than in neutral hands. The 
statement that there were secret clauses In the 
treaty could only be believed by the inno- 
dent. Hesaid he might write his memoirs, 
but the archives were not so accessible to him 
pow as they were formerly. He declined to 
speak of his retirement further thanto say 
that he and the Kaiser disagreed. 


Destractive Sterms in Europe. 


Vienna, July 12.—Frightful results have fol- 
lowed the cyclones which bave raged in vari- 
ous places on the continent within the last 
two days. Large tracts of country have been 
devastated, thousands of horses, cattle and 
other animals have been killed, crops have 
been ruined, buildings wrecked and other 
damages haye been inflicted which it will 
take months to frepair. Agcompanying 
these storms in many cases were ter- 
rifie flashes of Ilchtaln g. the effects of which 
were fatal to human life In several places. At 
Auxonné, France, the barracks was struck 
and five soldiers were Killed.

Loxpox, July 12.—During his remarks lu the 
House of Commons last night, Mr. Parnell 
proposed a measure providing for the ap- 
pointment of a Board of Arbitration for the 
settiement of disputes between landlords and 
tenants in Ireland. Suck a measure could be 
quickly passed and the board could make in- 
quiries and effect an @quitable settlement in 
the case of the tenants on the thirteen or 
fourteen estates where the plan of campaign 
is still in operation. 

The Caronicie says that the logical outtome 
of Mr. Parne!ll’s suggestion would by the 
creation of a municipal tenantry with the 
fixing of their tenure of land for life. 

The Times says that the tenants refused to 
be bound by Sir Charles Russell’s arbitration 
and asks if tney will show more respect for a 
Doard of arbitration created by Parliament. 

The Standard says it is pretty clear that Mr. 
Parnell’s remarks were offered ag the basis 
for a compromise. Mr. Balfour, the paper 
says, appeared to be Inclined to take the same 
view. 


The Maharajah of Cashmere Deposed. 


LONDON, July 12.—The Maharajah of Cash- 
mere, who has been deposed from his throne 
by the Government of British India on the 
charge of misrale and suspected treason, is 
endeavoring to obtain a hearing on the accu- 
sations against him through friends in Great 
Britain. The Cabinet has go far refused to in- 
terfere with the action of the authorities in 
India. The Maharajah is suspected of having 
held intercourse with agents of the Russian 
administration in Central Asia. The British 
Government has under consideration” the 
question of placing all the troops in India 
under one commander-in-ohlef, instead of the 
three separate commands that now exist. 
The object is to insure united and harmonious 
action in the event of a war with Russia. The 
deposition of the Maharajah of Cashmere is 
said to be intended as a warning to other 
Indian Princes to abstain from communica- 
tion with Russia. 


Capt. Casati Talks. 


ROME, July 12.—In an interview, Capt. Casati, 
the African explorer said that himself and 
Emin Pasha were beartily glad to be liberated 
from the équatorial province by Stanley. Evil 
tongues, he sald, had magnified the misun- 
derstanding between Mr. Stanley and Emin 
Pasha. They had the highest respect for 
each other and had never seriogsly disagreed. 
Capt. Casati said he inteaded to take a long 
rest and to write an accountof his traveis. 
He claimed to be the first digcoverer of the 
Mountains of the Moon. He praised the cli- 
mate of Uganda and he believed that English 
coolness and italian courtesy would triumph 
over the over- bearing attitude of the Germans

Moxrryrpro, July 12.—The President has 
declined to accept the resignation ef the Min- 
ister of Finances. Congress has passed a bill 
providing for the issue of mortgage notes.

The run 
on the banks has ceased. 


The Lenden Postmen’s Strike. 


LonDoN, July 12.—Affairs this morning 
among the postmen have resumed their nor- 
mal condition and the deliveries of the mails 
are proceeding without interruption. Four 
hundred and thirty-five men have been dis- 
missed from theservice for the part they 
took In the recent troubles, and Postmaster- 
General Raikes declines to reinstate any of 
them. 


Foreigners in Japan. 


LONDON, July 12.—Advices from Japap state 
that there ls a growing an!mosity against for- 
eigners in that country, and that several have 
been attacked in an unjustifiable manner in 
the streets of Tokio and Yokohama. The 
native press is aidingin stirring up the preju- 
dices of the people against strangers. 


Investigating English Mining. 

BERLIN, July 12.—Two Prussian officials 
have been sent to England by the government 
to study the mining system in vogue in Great 
Britain, with a view to its entire or partial 
adoption in Germany and also to ascertain 
the condition of the miners as compared with 
that of their German brethren, 


The President and the Queen. 
LONDON, July 12.—At the banguet given by 
the officers of the Honorable Artillery Co., 
last night, at which ex-Gov. Ames of Massa- 
chusetts and Mr. Allen, Past Commander of 
tho Ancient and Honorable Artillery Co. of 
Boston, were present, toasts were drank to

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| THE CANVASS ENDED. 


POLICE RETURNS “HANDED OVER TO THE 
7 CENSUS SUB-COMMITTEE. 


Seventeen Thousand and Ninety-One Per- 
sons Whe Had Not Been Counted, Re- 
ported by the Police and 4,500 by Secre- 
tary Franak—The Enumeraters Want to 
Revise This List—Their Strange Request. 


The police concluded thelr count to-day, 
and handed their books overto the Oitizens’ 
Committee. They will be taken to Washing- 
ton to-night. The committee will present 
them to the Secretary of the Interior, together 
with the returns which Secretary Frank has. 
The work of the police was splendidly 
done considering the disadvantages under 
which they labored. Although the results are 
not what were expeoted they are sufficient to 
demonstrate the incorrectness of the enu- 
meration made by the census corps and to 
justify a recount. The total number of un- 
counted people found by them was 17,091. 
This is not as large a number as they expected 
to report, but errors ocourred in some 
of the reports. In the First, Third and 
Fourth Districts the figures of the first and 
second days were added together and given as 
the second day’scount. That is, on the seq 
ond day the total was given as the count for 
that day, and when the figures of the first day 
were added a second time the result was 
swelled again. That, however, does not 
matter. The finalcorzected report is what 
the committee will use and that is more than 
satisfactory.

A RECOUNT JUSTIFIED. 

In three days the police found all those who 
had not been counted, though they worked 
under the most unfavorable circumstances. 
Thoy started out on a moment’s notice 
on work for which they weré unprepared and 
with which they were unfamiliar. They 
worked earnestiy and proved that a little en- 
ergy onthe part of the enumerators would 
have brought better results. Some police 
beats contain as many as thirty-six blocks, 
andthe men had only three afternoons in 
which to count the missed, yet hurriedly as 
they had to work they succeeded in find- 
Aung more than 17,000 who had not been 
counted by the enumerators, although they 
worked nearly a full monthand had much 
smaller districts. The result is sufficient to 
show that there is no reason for denying are 
count. If the police could find this many 
there is every reason to believe that there are 
thousands more uncounted, and on thatshow- 
ing the authorities cannot den 
recount. Supt. Porter can hard! 
is too small a number of people to justify) the 
labor and expense of recounting the city, ° 

FIGURES PROVE IT. 

There are too many figures to prove the in- 
completeness of the census, enough to show 
that Maj. Weigei’s returns areof no earthly 
value for statistical purvoses. In the first 
place, an error of 15,000 was found in the re- 
turns themselves; then the census clerks 
found 3,000 names which could not be counted; 
then the police found 17,000 people who had 
not been counted at all, and have 
reported individually to Secretary Frank, 
making a total of 39,509, or about 11 — dont 
of Maj. Weigel’s total. A statistician who 
will accept figures that have been proved to 
be ll per cent less than the correct geo 
does not want accurate results and if Supt. 
Porter is trying to secure an accurate census 
ofthe population of the country he cannot 
accept such figures as these. If he is satisfied 
with the St. Louis returns no one will have con- 
fidence in the Eleventh Census, for if an error 
of 39,500in the population of one city is not 
corrected it isimpossible to escape the con- 
clusion that other errors of greater or less 
magnitude have been allowed to pass. Why 
Supt. Porter should continue to oppose a re- 
count after such ashowing itis difficult to 
understand, Of course Maj. Weigelis still 
fighting it. He will defend his census though 
is is proved to be wrong, but it isa little 
surprising that Supt. Porter shouid defend 
the erroneous work of a subordinate. It 
seems that instead of securing a census he is 
simply endeavoring to defen the census 
corps. S8t. Louis does not care about the 
census corps and does not wish to say any- 
thing hard about the men who have wronged 
her, but she wants all her population counted 
and she will oppose any one who attempts to 
prevent this. 

WHOLE SETTLEMENTS IGNORED. 

The canvass in the Fifth Dolice District, 
which embraces fully two-thirds of the city,is 
asample of the work St. Louis is protesting 
against. The reports showed that 4,329 had 
been missed y the censuse enumer- 
ators in that districts alone. The 
Fifth district extends to the northern, 
southern and western boundaries of the city. 
The mounted patroimen who bave canvassed 
in the outskirts have reported whole settle- 
ments that were ignored Dy the enumerators. 
One of the mounted patrolmen ran across an 
Italian settlement d day or two ago, and with 
the assistance of an interpreter ascertained 
that nobody had taken their names. 

MaJ. WEIGEL’S VIEWS. 

The canvass in the tenement quarter 
showed just as bad results, for there were 
found houses in which a haifa dozen families 
live which bad not been visited by the 
enumerator. Still Maj. Weigel insists that 
the census here bad been as well taken as in 
any other city. Ina letter to Mr. Sampson, 
Chairman of the Citizens’ Committee, Maj. 
Weigel says: 

As you are aware, they are entitl pay accord- 
ing to the number of people taken down by them on 
the schedules; he that took the most names to get 
the most money, and he that took the least to get 
less accordingly. 16 does not seem reasonable to 
methat, under these circnmstances, any enumer- 
ator would be foolish enough to cut down down his 
compensation — failing to enumerate. I ain well 
aware that, owing to the demoralizating course of 
that part of the press above referred to (the Demo- 
cratic press), many persons in this city were abso- 
lutely disinclined to give the enumerator any in- 
formation whatever, and it even became necesea 
to have some of the most refractory ones brought 
before the United States Court. Now thatthe cen- 
sus has been taken, as wellas it could be under such 
adverse circumstances, this same press howls about 
its incompleteness. 

You will bear me ont that at a conference held 
with your committee of the Mercantile Club some 
three weeks ago, I heartily favored your proposi- 
tion to have yourown men go over such enumera- 
tion districts as you might select for the purpose 
of comparing thelr results with the schedules then in 
my office. This would have been a practical way of 
ascertaining whether the omissions were great; but 
unfortunately yeur proposition was not received 
favorably be the other members ofthe committee, 
and the time passed forsucha verification, Now

THE SALARIES OF SHERJFF AND COL- 
LECTOR HAVS NOT BEEN REDUCED.- 


The Law Limiting the Compensatien of 
Sheriffs aad Collectors te $5,000 Was 
Only Intended by Senator McGinnis, Whe 
Introdaced the Bil), te Apply te Counties 
~—Another Law for St. Louis. 


There bas Deen no plece of political gossip 
recently published which has been so gener- 
ally discussed as the report that under the 
Revised Statutes there was a reduction of 
$5,000 each made In the salaries of the Sheriff 
and Collector of the clty of St. Louls. Al- 
though these offices are at present held by 
Republicans, the disapproval! of the supposed 
reduction was as great among the Democrats 
as it was among the Repubiicans. The 
reduction, it has been stated and be- 
lieved, was to take place in 1891, and 
in view of the prospective cut 18 
has been predicted by the politicians, thas. 
after 1591 it would be a great deal more dim. 
cult to get good mento come out for the 
offices of Sheriff and Collector than it has been 
In the past. The Sheriff's office particularly 
would, it was thought, be most undesirable. 
The term is only for two years, and it gen- 
erally costs a candidate a couple of thousand 
dollars to be elected to the office. He bas to 
give a good bond and Is not only likely to be 
sued while in oflee but very probably will 
be harassed with litigation long after bis 
term has expired. Under these condi- 
tions it bas been the general opin- 
jon. that $10,000 a year was \Iittle 
enough salary for the office, and the opinion 

prevailed that if the salary was out so $5,000, 
as was supposed to be contemplated by the 
revised statutes, there would be very few, if 
any, first-class men who could be Induced to 
run for the place. 

IT WAS A MISTAKE. 

It turns out now that the report about the 
reduction did not have a very good founda- 
tion. Collecter Ziegenhein, who would only 
get $5,000 a year for the last two yoearg of his 
term it there was such a law as has been re- 
ported, was naturally much interested in the 


matter and took the pains to satisfy bimseit 
Whether or not there was such a law applica- 
ble to St. Louis. He has disclosed to some of 
his triends that by his investigation he is con- 
vinced that the law by which the supposed 
reduction was made has no application what- 
ever to the city of St. Louis. In this opinion 
he is said to be backed up by no less a person 
than Senator James C. McGinnis’ who intro- 
duc@d the bill which has created such a stir. 

The section of the statutes which has been 
alleged to make the reductious In the salaries 
ot the colleetor and sheriff is as follows: 

5,022. Fees paid to deputies not to exceed 
what. The fees of no executive or ministerial officer

This section, itis said on authority of Sena-

FURTHER DETAILS OF THE TIOGA DISASTER 
AT CHICAGO. 


Feur People Killed, the Same Number Fe 
tally Injured, and Feurteen Missing—The 
Captain’s Statement — Four Persons 
Drowned at Halifax—Fell From a Train— 
The Casualty Record. 


CnrcaGo, July 12.—An explosion followed 
by ahot and stubborn fire occurred on the 
steamer Tioga last night, The boat had just 
come in with a cargo of freight which was be- 
ing unloaded at the docks when the accident 
occurred. The dock to which the boat was 
moored is in the Ohicage River at the foot of 
Washington street, in the midst of a very 
thickly populated district. As soon as the 
noise of the explosion was heard thousands 
flocked to the scene. The stern of the steamer 
was soon ablaze and the firemen had a hard 
fight for an hour or more.

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MUDDLED MILK LAWS. 


THE STATE ACT AGAIN INTERFERES WITH 
INSPECTOR SULLIVAN’S WORK 


A Buling Against the City Ordinance by 
Judge Anderson—The Case Against the 
Grafeman Dairy quashed in the Second 
District Pelice Court This Moraing— 
Both Acts to Be Tested. 


This morning, Judge Anderson of the Sec- 
ond District Police Court rendered a decis- 
ion in the Grafeman Dairy Co. case, which 
has been before the court since April 4. 

The Grafeman Dairy Co., Wm. Grafeman 
manager, doing business at 2026 Franklin 
avenue, was charged by Milk Inspector Sulll- 
van with selling adulterated milk, 

An analysis of the milk showed the follow- 
ing: Water 89 parts, milk solids 11 parts 
and butter fat 2.1 parts, while the ordinance 
calls for only 88 parts water, 2 per cent 
butter fat and 12 per cent of milk solids. 

Mr. Marshall, attorney for the defense, then 
submitted the following motion to quash: 

Now come sald defendants and limiting 
their appearance only for the purpose of 
making this motion, move the court to q uash 
the information and writ and summons 
herein and to dismiss this case, and for 


grounds herein assign the following, to-wit: 

1. Because this court has no jarisdiction to 
bear and determine this complaint. 

2. Because ordinance No. 13,996 is null and 
void, and is in conflict with and superseded 
by art. 4, chap. 87, secs. 5,658 to 5,670 inclusive 
of said article and said chapter of the Revised 
Statutes of Missouri (1889), and being 80 in 
conflict with and not in barmony with said 
art. 4, sald ordinance 13,997 becomes null and 
void under seo. 23, art. ¥ of the constitution of 
Missouri. 

3. Because the information herein does not 
state facts sufficient to constitute any offense, 
either under ordinence 13,976 or under art. 4, 
chap. 87, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889. 

Judges Andersen and Oady sat jointly on a 
similar case some time ago and rendered a 
Uecision in favor ofthecity. Since then the 

SUPREMBE COURT 
has passed on the Miller School Board case, 
and has established a precedent which is at 
variance with eir decision. This morning 
Judge Anderson rendered a decision in com- 
pliance with the motion by the defendants, or 
rather, granted the motion. 

ln consequence the city ordinance is now 
considered nuil and void, and will remain so 
unless the 1 Court, to which the case 
will be carried, reverses the décision ef the 
lower court, by which the miik inspectors 
will now be refrained from prosecuting fur- 
ther cases under the ordinance, and must 
rely on the State law. 

Judge Anderson’s ruling isasetback for 
Milk Inspector Sullivan, who has contended 
all along that the city ordinance fw In force 
white the State actiganuility. The city or- 
dinance prohibits the sale of skim 
milk, while the State act permits and 
legalizes it. Some time ago Delegate 
E. F. Stone and M ilk Inspector 
Sullivan madea thorough investigation and 
consulted a number of authorities on the sub- 
ject of milk legisiation.. The conclusion was 
reached thatthe city ordinance regulating 
the sale of milk was legal while the State act 
was not. This was based on the right the city 
holds of regulating ite own sanitary condi- 
tions. The milk ordinance is considered a 
sanitary measure, aud should, Inepector 
Sullivan bolds, be enforced without reference 
to the State act. He has been preparing for 
some time to inaugurate a crusade against the 
seliers of skimmed milk, though the State act, 
which Judge Anderson virtually sustained 
this morning, is in conflict with the local 
ordinance, 


WHICH IS LEGAL? 

It is the intention of Inspector Sullivan to 
fully test the question as to which act is to be 
enforced, and to that end an appeal will cer- 
tainly be taken. The conflict between the city 
ordinance and State law has done much, the 
inspector says, to hamper and interfere with 
his efforts to prevent the sale of adulterated 
and skimmed milk. The progress of the case 
will be watched with a strong degree of inter- 
= by the milk dealers and consumers gener- 
ally.

A PROTESTANT MONK IN NEW YORK. 
Figure in 


An Anomalous and Interesting 
Keclesiastic Circles. 


From the New York Commercial Advertiser. 
Religious circles in New York have rarely 
been so stirred up as they have been by the 
appearance in this city nearly two weeks ago 
of the English Episcopalian monk, Father 
He is perhaps the most unique 
religious figure in the world to-day. Belong- 


ing to the church which abolished all the 
monkish orders and whose sponsors contfis- 


cated the property of the monks, he comes 
forth as the first of Protestant monks since 
the reformation. 

A bigh churchman, and wearing the garb of 
the Roman Catholic Benedictine Order, he 
conducts services on the lines laid down by 
the wost fervent class of Methodists, playing 
the melodean and leading the singing and 
calling on all to join in, much after the man- 
neradopted bythe Salvation Army. He be- 
lieves in the doctrines of a church whose cere- 
monies are almost as gorgeous and quite as 
Stately as those of the Roman church, yet he 
apparently scouts ceremonials. He is. at- 
tached toa church of which none can bea 
member without believing in certain articles 
of faith; still he openly proclaims that dogmas 
amount to nothing,that all Christian churches 
are essentially the same, that they differ only 
in Outward manifestations, and that all of 
them will lead sinners to Heaven safely if the 
sinners wish to be saved. 

in other words, be isa monk, not a fanatic 
in doctrine—a thing unheard of before—a 
monk who wears the cow! of an order, shaves 
his head and observes all outward monkish 
Pf — and at the same time regards the 
old monkish religious exercises as ridiculous. 

A paradoxical sort of a man, indeed; and 
that Ils just why he is regarded with so much 
curiosity. There are about 10,000 Benedictine 
monks in the world, and they are looked 
upon with no more curiosity than the Jesuits 
or Franciscans or Dowinicans, because they 
are Roman Catholic members of a Roman 
Catholic order. But Father Ignatius is 
a Protestant monk. The very words Prot 
estant monk’’ are contradictory. The doings 
and practices ofthe inenks were among the 
chief things which the English seceders from 
the Roman church protested against. It is 
not surprising, therefore, that people wonder 
to see coupled together an adjective and noua 
us antagouistic as the words white blackness, 

Pather lgnatius has as yet been seen by few 
New Yorkers. He made hie first appear- 
ance here last Sunday week at the Reste 
Episcopal Chureh on One Hundred and 
Ninth street, near Fifth avenue. Only a 
small Congregation was present, and they 
were not greatly actonished at his attire, 
sipce they are all ritualists. Last Sunday 
night Father Ignatius conducted services in 
Lyrio Hall, and there his peculiarities became 
more apparent. Dropping the dignified cere- 
monial of his church, he held what might be 
called revival services, as earnest and un- 
trammeled by church rules as the services of 
Moody and Sankey.

Neither Kansas City nor Chicago 
aresuch good markets for Southern Kansas 
and Northern Texas wheat asist. Louis. A great 
deal of our hard wheat can be prefitably sent 
to Europe, and the best shipping point is St. 
Louls. Bat there oughtto be several large 
elevators erected that would be operated in 
the interest of this city. Our farmers are 
ready to,pledge themselves to send their 
crops to them ifthey are provided, and since 
the change of trade in 8 
hard wheat, a very considerable 
properties of the stock will be subscribed in 
southern Kansas, if St. Louis capitalists will 
only lead the way- 

A STRONG COMBIXATION, 

„That they will do so, | have now every as- 
surance. Themiliersand importérs are fully 
alive to the importance of gaining control of 
the Kansas wheatcrop, and 1 have papers in 
my possession, which assure the erection of 
an elevator of at least half a million bushels 
capacity at Wichita, with large handling fa- 
cilities.

, ADIFFERENCE OF OPINION IN KIK WOOD 
ON THE SEMINARY SALE 


Some Property Owners Believe a Manual 
Training School for Colored Boys Would 
Depreciate Values, While Others Regard 
the Alléged Sale asa Smart Real Estate 
Trick—Opinions of Residents. 


HE trouble between 
the town of Kirkwood 
andthe seminary con- 
ducted by Mrs. Anna 
Sneed Cairns is ina 
Mm fair way to being set- 
tled by the conversion 
of the seminary into 
the first manual train- 
ing school for colored 
boys ever established 
in the United 8 8. 
Mrs. Cairns bas et 
with a good deal of 
trouble in various 
ways and, no matter 
whose the blame, con- 
siderable bad feeling 
has existed, and the 
lady’s determination 


to move from the town is one of the results of 
the unpleasantnéss. The property secured 
by the syndicate, of which Mrs Mil- 
ton Turner is “ prominent mem- 
ber, is the well known old. Kirkwood 
Seminary which has been so closely identified 
with the material growth of the prosperous 
village since it was laid out by the eminent 
engineer after whom the town was named. 
The seminary has been the chief social feature 
of the village through all those years, and 
many a romahce of interest to the whole 
country has emanated from that seat 
of learning where hundreds of young 
ladies now occupying enviable positions in 


society graduated with bizh honors. The 
founder of the institution, Mrs. Anna Sneed 
Cairns, is buliding a new seminary on @ site 
purchased some time ago on the Ulayton road 
on the south line of Forest Park, where tne 
walls of the structure are now being reared, 

But with all this the Kirkwood people are 
not pleased; at least, there are a good many 
of them who are not delighted with the pros- 
pect, and a discussion of the new project, 
with its fature probabilities, has led to much 
good-natured bantering between representa- 
tives of the two great political factions who 
dwell in Kirkwood and admire it so much. 
A great many of the property-owners out 
there are very much disgusted when they con- 
template the future and threaten to sell out at 
any price and move away, while others less 
pronounced freely admit that the effect of the 
Colored Manual Training School will first be 
telt in a depreciation of the value of property. 
Then again, those who have ieast to 
say condemnation take the position 
that the property has not been 
sold and become eloquent in explaining their 
views upon the absurdity of such a proposi- 
tion, citing many reasons why colored people 
could not and should not buy the premises. It 
is even hinted that the reputed sale is ‘‘simply 
a put-up job“ to effect a real sale of the piace 
to someone ata fancy price.

One ot the rampant Republicans 
gave vent to his indignation in the remark 
that by next spring there would be a picka- 
ulnny on every spear of grass in Kirkwood. 

Maj. Kimbal said he did not believe the col- 
ored people bad bought the seminary. The 
report that they were going to buy had been 
circulated for some time past and more evi- 
dence than anything he bad seen or heard of 
would be demanded by him and many others 
before they would believe it. The Major 
udded he was not bothering himself about it 
one way or the other. He had 
not heard that any one was willing to 
sacrifice his property in Kirkwood and move 
away from the place om account of the Colored 
Industrial School, and anyway the seminary 
was not at all adapted for such an institution. 
He did not believe that the colored people had 
bought it, and furthermore he said that he 
had been told ghat Mason G. Smith, who is 
Mrs. Anna &need Cairns’ attorney, had said 
that he did not consider the property sold. 

Mr. Mason G. Smith was the next man seen, 
and he very emphatically and with much in- 
dignation denied what had been imputed to 
hin. He said be had nothing whatever todo 
with the sale of the property, knew nothing 
whatever about it, and consequently could 
not have spoken of it in one way or the other. 

rHE REPORT DISCREDITED. 

II. L. Hyatt, ome of the Townp Board, yoiced 
the sentiment of other interested parties in 
the statement thatsuch an institution would 
have adepreciating effect upon the value of 
Kirkwood property, but he did not believe it 
had been sold. There was a good 
deal of indignation over the report, 
however, but as yet no action had 
been teken toward calling a meeting where 
vent could be given to the public indignation. 
He bald there was no help for it. This was a 
free country and there was no way to prevent 
the colored people from establishing their in- 
Gustrial achgol there. 

John Andrews, an ex-member of the Town 
Board, said he was among those who did not 
believe the property bad been sold to the 
colored syndicate. The report was simply a 
scheme to get others to buy the property. In 
conclusion be advocated a republication of 
the entire history, running over a course of 
several years, court trials, prosecutions, etc., 
which finally culminated io the sale of the 
Kirkwood Seminary. 

W. L. Themas, editor of the School ang 
Home, te familiar with all these: troubles and 
he argues that Mrs. Cairns, before and since 
she was married, andin fact ever since she 
first established the little schoo! at Rirk wood 
which developed under her mansgement into

Her prominence in the 
onuse of temperance alone bas advertised the 
town of Kirk wood from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and the beauties and manifuld advan- 
tages Ofthe place as a healthful residence 
euburb of St. Louis has always been the theme 
for oneor more essays by the young lady 
graduates of her institution on commence- 
ment days 

HISTORY OF THE NEGOTIATIONS. 

In all the talk chat is belag indulged In over 
this question it is generally conceded that 
Mrs. Cairns rest offered her property for sale 
at $40,000 to the ayndicate of colored capital- 
ists and that while they were negotiating to 
buy it she proposed to sell it locally for 
$82,000.

Mr. Ewing, 
though, - whe is bullding some houses over on 
the bill, did make an offer of $25, tox the 
place, but no Importance was given the 
proposition by the owners. The only other 
preposition came from Mr. Dormitzer, a real 
estate agent of this city. He wanted a ten 
days’ option to buy the 22 for $24,000 on the 
plea that parties whom be thought would buy 
itat that price bad to negotiate the sale of 
some other property before they could raise 
the money to make the first .payment.

HE INTENDED TO DIE. 


John Piate’s Attempted Suicide and Hew 
His Life Was Saved. 


John Plate, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Plate Eleetro-Depositing Co., of 916 and 918 
Locust street, tried to commit suicide last 
night, and was only prevented from doing 60 
by the promp taction of Patrolman Grass. 
That officer was on duty on 
Broadway, and nis attentlon was 
drawn to Plate who was loitering 


im front of Tony Faust’s restaurant. After 
some hesitation the officer approached Piate 
and asked what he was doing. The reply was 
the reverse of courteous and the officer had 
just decided to place the young man under 
arrest when Plate’s hand reached for his hip- 
pocket and brought out a box of cartridges; 
next he drew a revolver and before the officer 
realized what he was doing, pointed 
the weapon at his own head. Grass 
soized the would-be euicide’s hand and saved 
his life, Dut h took him a considerable time to 
overpower the desperate young man. Finally, 
however, Plate was disarmed and taken to 
the Chestnut street station. 

On being searched the following letter ad- 
dressed to his fatner, Mr. Tneodore Plate, was 
found on him: 

DEAR Para—Pardon me, as you did so often. Be- 
tween myself and Alwine stand her dear children. 
It possibly could haye been otherwise, if you had 
trusted me more than you did the d—— —— (even 
if he is your son). who only is after your money. I 
part with life assured that you will provide for my 
son and bis motheras long a you live. I ask only 
one mord favor, and that Is that my corpse be cre- 
mated, and the ashes strewn in the wind. With a 
bearty farewell, your son 

(Signed) Jon 

A second letter addressed to his wife showed 
how deliberate had been the attempt at self- 
murder. It was unsigned and read: 

DEAR ALWINE—When these lines reach you I 
don’t exist any more in this world, as much as I re- 
gret it for Alfred’ssake. After this time you need 
no more choese between your dear child and myself. 
I don’t exist any longer. don’t want to sav any- 
thing more about 1, tnougb I could say very much. 
lonly ask that my corpse, or at least as much as will 
be left of it, be cre mated and my ashes be strewn in 
the wind. Please don’t let Alfred ever know that 
his father shot himself. Bring him up a better man 
than his father. I never was bad, but the circum- 
stances have made me that way. 

Plate isa mining engineer by profession. 
He was trained for his profession in Germany, 
in whieh coun he married. Before con- 
necting himeelf with the company on Locust 
street he was superintendent of various mines 
in Oolorado. He isa member of the Germania 
— and well-known in German society 
circles.
